Regulation Advised. 

In the winning speech. W. A. 
Gittleman presumed that immedi- 
ate nationalization of industry 
meant absolute commandeering of 
all indu-iîtries. The purpose of this 
would be to increase efficiency and 
to regulate the supplies and prices 
of produce. It would mean the al- 
teration of present conditions to 
suit chiefly military needs, and it 
would not leave t.-.e way open for 
industry to create new materials. 
Rather than do this. ti-.« winner 
suggested that the government re- 
gulate industry. 

A law could easily be passed al- 
lowing this without creating as 
"leftist" a step as would be created 
by nationalization of industry. The 
law would make provisions so that 
the government could not obtain 
absolute power, and thus hinder 
individual enterprise. Another ad- 
vantage of this plan would be ihit 
at the end of war this law could 
be repealed. .lUowing industry to 
ad.ipt itself to normal conditions 
much more rapidly than if it were 
absolutely controlled by the gov- 
ernment, as is the ease in the Ger- 
many of today.

This coni-liisloii wns rpiiclu-d nflrr our of 
the most IhorouKli .slalislli-al •iiirvry.s of mar- 
riage ever made in tlio United Stales. Conduct- 
ed by Dr. Leonard S. CottrcU, Jar., of Cornell 
and Professor Ernest Watson Burgess of the 
University of Chicago, the survey took seven 
years to complete. The 526 man ied couples in- 
tervirwcd provided the two invcsliRating edu- 
cators with iiitcrcfting conclusions, some ot 
them conU-ary to popular belief. 

When asked lo estimate the degree of his 
or her happiness in marriage, husbands rated 
their marriages as: 79 per cent, "very happy" 
and "happy", and only 2.4 per cent, judged 
theirs "veo" unhappy". Wives rated their mar- 
riage as did their husbands and agreed that 
2.4 per cent of their marriages w«re "very un- 
happy 

It was found that a marked relationship 
between happiness and handling family finances 
existed. Of those who always agreed, 61 per 
cent verj- very happy and only 3 per cent, very 
unhappy. Of those who always disagreed, 50 
cent, were very happy and only 3 per cent, very 
vcr)' happy. Almost as important to happiness, 
the investigators found that an agreement con- 
cerning friends and handling of relatives must 
exist. Frequent demonstration of affection by 
the husband towards tho wife al.so rated high 
as the sign of "very liiippy ' iiiarniiKcs. 

The survcry, wiiich v,'ill be publislicd ir 
book form as "Predicting Success or Failure 
in Marriage" by Prentice-Hall, exploded a num- 
ber of popular beliefs on courtship and mar- 
riage. It v/as found, for pxainple, that a loiig- 
(■r courUhip it iii favur of liollcr lunnuiiy and 
b»lUr adjuslmeiil alter inarriiige. Wlicrc tlie 
courtship lasttd le.-ih than h year, there was in- 
complete adjustment. Their chances (or hap- 
piness were 20 per cent, less than those whose 
courtships lasted a year or more. The best 
term of courtship seems to be between (met

msrriage. Those who married after courlsliips 
of three months or lesa sliowcd a .10 per cent, 
greater rick In permanent adjiislmcni.

'Ilic first thing that one should 
know is the method of transmis- 
sion of this dkiease. It may be trans- 
milled from row lo human, through 
milk and from human to human. 
The first method is of little import- 
ance today in the cities, because 
pasteurization ot milk kills any bac 
tcria which may be present. So 
we sec that the spread ot this dis- 
ease is mainly from one man to an 
other. Usually the infected man's 
sputum is the means ot conveying 
the bacteria to the susceptible per- 
son. A sneeze or a cough in which 
droplets alight on another person is 
the mechanism. College students 
should note that kissing is a fre 
quent mode of transmission. One 
does not suggest that this form of 
adulation should not be indulged in, 
but discretion and moderation 
should be practised. 

Can Be Controlled. 

Tuberculosis can be controlled "if 
intelligence and education are com- 
bined with finance and authority." 
It has been shown that the disease 
is more prevalent among people 
who arc malnourished and over- 
worked and economically handi- 
capped. Therefore, if the student 
sees to it that he eats well and 
regularly, keeps early hours, and 
avoids ovcrfatfgue, he is doing his 
part. 

It is the duty of the universiTy 
to take adecpiatc means to detect 
tuberculosis at an early stage in 
.students. The time element Is ot 
«reat importance because if the 
lésion 15 not raufht until l,<te, the 
students outlook is not bright. 

Prsgram Bueceuful Elsewhere. 

The following program is being, 
carried out in several American uni- 
\er.Mlies, and it is reronunended be- 
cause of the excellent results it his 
produced elsewhere. All freshmen 
upon entrance lo college are given 
a skin lest. It the test is posili\e. 
it indicates two things. First, it

Clements ■would 
never learn many rales about 
Oklahoma's prehistoric life. 

The graves of two informative 
prehistoric gentlemen will soon be 
placed on view in the museum of 
anthropology in the basement of 
Monnet hall. They will continue 
their eternal slumber under plate 
glass, but first they will tell quite 
a bit about -jieir civilization which 
was located m northeastern Okla- 
homa—or what is now Oklahoma. 

One ol the graves contains stone 
knives, ornamental stone trinkets 
snd stone pots that were originally 
consigned with their owner to the 
hsppy h'.nitms ground. These arti- 
(seti will be left in the graves 
being transplanted to the museum. 

One of the graves to be e.xhibited 
reveals in odd burial custom of a 
prehistoric tribe ol Oklahomans. 
The corpses of the dead of this tribe 
were not laid at rest ui the '.iîU4i 
Ci'iiifortiible-like, slrelched-lUt-ou- 
the-back position. Instead, the legs 
of the dead were folded grotesquely 
under the body. 

"This is a tle.xed burial, common 
to graves found in the lower Miss- 
U.-iippi v'ullural levels," Clomeais 
SAiii tiitld.v .Maybe the cuotoni 
was inaugurated to make it i.'.;^iei 
to dig Ihe graves, but I doubt ic. U 
was probably merely a custom built 
around some legend.
